The Veres family in 
Grayling received an early 
holiday blessing last week, 
when their stolen van and 
the wheelchair inside were 
returned, 

A 1995 Chevy Lumina, 


belonging to Cheryl Veres, : 


was stolen from a parking 
area near her apartment on 
Lawndale Street between 
midnight and 3 a.m. on 
Thursday, Dec. {1. 

The theft of the van was 
critical because it is the sole 
mode of transportation for 
Veres, her son Ryan, age 6, 
and Royce, age 10. But even 
more critical, a wheelchair 
used by Royce, who was 
diagnosed with Rubinstein- 
Taybi syndrome, when he 


featured 


wearing 


was an infant, was inside the 
van. The disease affects a 
person's growth, mental 
functioning and mobility. 

Royce can walk, but the 
wheelchair is used as a 
means to provide quality of 
life when the family goes 
for walks, shopping trips 
and to sport events. . 

“He’s such a big kid, but 
his mind is like a 2-year- 
old,” Veres said. “It’s really 
more so we can get out of 
the house.” 

Veres, who is enrolled in 


_ classes to get her registered 


nursing degree at Kirtland 
Community College, was 
preparing for final exams 
the night before the van dis- 
appeared, She and a friend 
were also preparing for a 
Christmas party the nursing 
students were hosting for 


area deaf children. 

Veres attends the school 
full-time, through grant 
funding, then tends to the 
boys when she is at home. 
Her son Royce attends 
classes at the Crawford 
Oscoda Ogemaw 
Roscommon Intermediate 
School District. She 
receives support from her 
father, Bill -Brooks, who 
bought the van six years 
ago, and her mother and 
step-father Linda and Farrell 
Thomas. 

“Taking care of Royce is a 
full-time job,” Veres said. 

Veres borrowed a car and 
managed to get through her 


final college exams, but. 
knew there was no way to 


replace the van. 
“I was pretty torn up and 
traumatized,” she said. 


Veres acknowledged that 
she made a mistake leaving 
the keys inside the van, 
adding it would be ideal to 
have a keyless safety lock as 
an added safety measure. 

“T don’t want to be fum- 
bling for keys while trying 
to get Royce in and out of 
the van,” she said. “In two 
steps, he can walk to the 
back of the van and be hit by 
a car” 

Ultimately, a friend of the 
Veres family discovered the 
van in the parking lot of the 
Grayling Family Practice 
Clinic early Friday evening. 
An employee at the doctor’s 
office said the van had been 
parked there for two days. 

Crawford County

McDonald dusted the van

and county officials time to 
find funding to keep recy- 
clables out of the local Jand- 
fill. 

In November, the 
Grayling Charter Township 
Board voted to discontinue 
the recycling program 
offered to other townships 
in the county effective Jan. 
1, 2009. Township officials 
have said that they will no 
longer subsidize the cost of 
offering the program to 
Lovells, Beaver Creek and 
South Branch Township - to 
the tune of $41,500 a year. 
The funds are used to pay 
staff at the Grayling 


. Township Transfer Station 


and Recycling Center to 
unload the trailers and sort 
the recyclables. Township 
officials, however, plan to 
continue the recycling pro- 
gram at the Grayling High 
School, which is funded by 
a $2,000 environmental 
grant from the Crawford 
County Board of 
Commissioners,

Grayling Township 
Supervisor Terry Wright 
said. Grayting High School 
students, jail inmates and 
people on probation work 
off ‘community — service 
hours unloading the trailers. 
In addition, employees from 
area businesses and commu-

“Occasionally, that hap- 
pens, but not very often,” 
Wright said. 

Wright said it's nice to 
have help from. the 
Crawford County Jail, but 
it's a Catch-22 when there is 
increased crime in the com- 
munity.

Wright said townships 
were asked to help fund the 
program over a year ago, but 
no contributions were forth- 
coming.

Now, the Crawford 
County Board of 


Commissioners is being 
asked to double their contri- 
bution to $16,000 or take 
over the operation of the 
recycling center. 

Wright said that fabor is 
needed to handle the 
increased volume of recy- 
cled materials. 

“There's a lot of work that 
goes on down there on the 
days we're open, but also on

THE 
RESERVE Board does a lot 
of important things with a 
lot of influence on the eco- 
nomic life of our country. 

For example, the Fed tin-

THE SOURCE —- One 
story is we just borrow those 
billions from some other 
country such as China. But a 
recent question-and-answer 
newspaper article, distrib- 
uted by Associated Press, 
pointed to a handier source. 

In the article which 
appeared a couple of weeks 
ago, Federal Reserve Chair 
Ben Bernanke was explain- 
ing plans to purchase up to 
‘$600 billion in mortgages 
and other securities owned 
or guaranteed by Fannie 
Mae, Freddie ‘Mac,.

Answer: Right before the 
credit crisis first struck with 
force in August 2007, the 
Fed’s balance sheet stood at 
$850 billion. As of last week 
(mid November), that figure 
totaled $2.2 trillion — nearly 
a three-fold increase. 

Question: What is the Fed

money? 

Answer: It is essentially 
pumping it into the financial 
system. ;

MORE QUESTIONS - 
It’s likely that more sophis- 
ticated procedures than this 
simple interview come into 
play, but Mr. Bernanke’s

questions. 

If Mr. Bernanke and the 
Federal Reserve Board - 
and by extension the presi- 
dent and the members of 
congress who carry the 
responsibility for control- 
ling national income and 
outgo — can simply print 
more money when they run 
out, is there any incentive 
for fiscal restraint? Is there 
such a thing as financial 
responsibility?

that ail things work 
together for good to them 
that love God, to them 
who are the called 
according to his purpose.” 

God’s work in prayer 
always brings perfection. 
We know surely his 
promises cover the scope 
of all things and produce 
a superior result, that 
which is good. Remember 
the context is “our suffer- 
ings in the present time” 
in verse 18; “we ourselves 
groan within ourselves” 
in verse 23; and “the 
Spirit also helpeth our 
infirmities” in verse 26. 
Many times God’s people 
seem to suffer more than 


others in the world 
around them, but like Job 
who lost everything 


including his family, 
wealth, and health, God 
restored him with a dou- 
ble blessing in the end. 


Who then can claim the 
promise of Romans 8:28? 
Only the beloved of God 
who have been called 
unto salvation to fulfill 
God’s purpose in their 
lives are included. Read 
the verse again, “28And 
we know that al] things 
work together for good to 
them that love God, to 
them who are the called 
according to his purpose.” 
First, only saved people 
love God, unsaved people 
hate Him and_ rebel 
against Him. “l0Herein 
is love, not that we loved 
God, but that he loved us, 
and sent his Son to be the 
propitiation for our sins.” 
(1 John 4:10). That is the 
reason we love God as 1 
John 4:19 reminds us, 
“19We love him, because 
he first loved us.” Those 
who reject God’s love gift 
of His Son as described in 
John 3:16 cannot logical- 
ly or scripturally claim to 
love God. 

Second, we not only 
love Him, but He has 
called us into His eternal 
plan. “9Who hath saved 
us, and called us with an 
holy calling, not accord- 
ing to our works, but 
according to his own pur- 
pose and grace, which 
was given us in Christ 
Jesus before the world 
began,” (2 Tim. 1:9). As 
Paul personally stated in 
Galatians 1:15: “15But 
when it pleased God, who 
separated me from my 
mother’s womb, and 


all that be in Rome, 
beloved of God, called to 
be saints: Grace to you 
and peace from God our 
Father, and the Lord 
Jesus Christ.” 

Third, we “are the 
called according to his 
purpose.” 
1:9-11 gives more insight 
into God’s purpose: 
“9Having made known 
unto us the mystery of 
his will, according to his 
good pleasure which he 
hath purposed in himself: 
10That in the dispensa- 
tion of the fulness of 
times he might gather 
together in one all things 
in Christ, both which are 
in heaven, and which are 
on earth; even in him: 
11In whom also we have 
obtained an inheritance, 
being predestinated 
according to the purpose 
of him who worketh all 
things after the counsel 
of his own will.” As God 
taught us to pray in 1 
Thessalonians 5:18: 
“18In every thing give 
thanks: for this is the will 
of God in Christ Jesus 
concerning you.” Pastor

made,” Boguth said. 
Although it may be cold 
outside, the heavy snow can 
actually serve to heat things 
up out on the ice. 
“That snow actually is a 
really good insulator,” 


Boguth said. 

He recommended that 
snowmobilers and ice fish- 
ermen travel on lakes with 
great caution for the next 
few. weeks while the ice 
continues to solidify. 

Homeowners are advised 
to exhibit caution, too. 
Crawford County building 
official Joseph Duran warns 
that heavy snowfall could 
attack the integrity of a 
home’s roof if it is not 
removed properly. 

“T’m worried about poten- 
tial failures right now,’ 


the weight of the snow, not 
the depth, so heavy, “packy” 
snow can be deceptively 


. threatening. 


Roof overhangs, multi- 
level roofs and roof valleys 
are particularly vulnerable 
to snow damage.
